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Mumps Season in Full

Every year, during the
spring and early summer, there
is an increase in the number
of individuals stricken with
mumps. Thus far in 195b,
some 2317 cases of the discase

have been recorded in Los An. a

geles County, which is 288
more than the number report-
ed during the same period last
year. Moreover, many indi-
viduals who get mumps are not
aware of it as the usual smyp-
toms of distress are not appar-
ent.

Unlike such highly contag-
jous diseases as measels and
chickenpox, mumps is only
moderately communicable and
is spread by germs (the virus
of mumps) that are present in
the saliva of the infected per-|
son.
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COUGHING, sneezing, and
kissing are some of the ways
in which the germ.may be
transmitted from one person
to another, while direct con-
tact with objects freshly con-
taminated by the infected per-
son’s saliva may also result in
transfer of the organisms.

Most cases of mumps occur
in children between the ages of
5 and 15. When given the
proper care at this age, the
disease is generally of little
consequence.

Mumps is relatively uncom-
mon in adults, This is fortu-
nate because it sometimes af-
fects glands other than those
in the neck or throat. In
grown-ups of either sex, par-
ticularly the male, sterility may
result as the aftermath of in-
flammation that involves the
sex glands. i

MUMPS, especially after pu-
berty, may also produce com-
plications that include such
disorders as meningo-encepha-
litis and middle ear infections.
All of which serves to empha-
size the fact that this arpar-
ently simple malady is not one |
to be neglected.

The first symptom of mumps
is usually a pain under the ear.
The patient then starts to run
temperature, which is ac-
companied by the swelling of
one or more glands in the neck
or throat. One side only is af-
fected at first but is usually
followed by the other in a
couple of days. On the average, |
these swellings are noticeable
in from 14 to 21 days after |
exposure to the disease, but

may appear as early as 12 days |

or as late as 28.

THE INDIVIDUAL is infec-

tious to others a few days be-

fore the glands begin to swell

!and remains so until they re-|

turn to normal size. In uncom-
plicated cases, the visible
swelling may subside in a week
or a little more.

Even when the disorder is so
mild that no glandular swell-
ing is evident, the virus is car-
ried in the saliva and may be
the cause of infection in other
individuals. Usually, but not
always, the person who has
had an attack of the mumps
is immune to the disease for
life, even when outward signs
of the disease are lacking.

Because of possible compli- |

cations, . there should be no
hesitancy in contacting the
family doctor whenever
mumps is suspected.
